King Leopold's 


business operations in llelgian Africa 
have given him the reputation of be- 
ing, to *ay the least, a threvtd man. 
Hi* dealings with the natives have, 
it is said, been the subject of cor- 
respondence betuceu Kuropeau gor- 
ernments. 


Mr. Walsh met King Leopold several 


times in ttelglum in addition to the 
meeting when he 
entertained 
the 


moiiarch at dinner. On one of these 
occasions the king brought up the 
lubjtct of the International Sleeping 
Car company, in which he is one of 
the principal stockholders, and which 
is in great need of cash for Improve- 
ments. Mr. Walsh was asked by his 
royal neighbor at dinner if he would 
tot like a few shares of stock, which, 
the king declared, would pay him 
four or five per cent. Mr. Walsh re- 
plied that he did not invest in any- 
thing that paid less than ten per 
cent, ar.d that most of his invest- 
ments were bringing 20 per cent. 
King Leopold became greatly interest- 
ed at this and exhibited a lively tie- 
tire to know all about it. Finally, 
he asked >lr. WaUh if he happened 
to know of any American mine in- 
vestment in wh'ch a king might place 
a million or two. It is s-aid to have 
taken ijeoj-old two weeks to convince 
Mr. Vfalsli that a partnership with a

Hii income i* estimated at $100,000 
a month. He is extremely popular 
with the miners on account of his 
democracy, which admits all alike to 
his table, at his Washington residence 
as well as at Leadville and Camp Ilird. 
He became famous for his entertain- 
ments before he stepped out of the 
bounds of Colorado, where he erected 
a luxurious hotel for the ose of his 
men, and when he removed to Wash- 
ington to save his wife's failing health 
le opened the doors of his residence 
to all and spared no money to "give 
everyone a good lime." He has been 
subjected to a great deal of criticism 
en his unlimited invitation lists, but 
hi* habit of inviting high and low 
«nd spending as much on entertain- 
ing one as the other Is credited to 
an honest desire to let all enjoy them- 
telres to the fullest possible extent 
cmler his roof. He wzs born in Tip- 
perary, Ireland, in 1?JI, acd came to 
America in 1570. He began the study 
cf mining almost upon his arrival 
fn the United States, an<?, going to 
Colorado, employed himself as a build- 
ing contractor whi> he looked around 
for an opportunity.

11.000 feet above the tea level, where 
mine experts had declared it would 
be ruinous fo attempt to mine.

Western Nebraska is overrun with 


wolves acd coyotes, these animals be- 
ing more numerous co\v than ever 
they \rere known to be in the history 
of the state. Losses of young cattle 
and sheep from the depredations of 
the wolves have been enormous this 
season. 
The calves have suffered 


mostly, but in many case* full-grown 
fcteers have been run ilown by the 
l>csts and torn to pieces. 


A few jears ago in Nebraska a 


bounty of five dollars was paid by 
the state for the slaying of each wolf 
or coyote, but this became iucb a

prolific source of fraud that the tax- 
payers put a stop to it. The cattle 
men did all In their power to have 
tte 
law- observed, but the careless 


liunters would kill wolves over In Da- 
kota or Wyoming, or wherever they 
happened to find the biggest pack«. 
and then present the scalps to the 
Nebraska official* and claim the re- 
ward. In addition to this, a good 
many enterprising Nebraskans found 
it paid better to raise wolvts than it 
did to breed cattle, so they sold their 
cattle and went Into the business of 
raising wolves for tte bounty. 


As a result cf all tlrc<e methods 


the wolies and coyotes, instead of be- 
coming fewer, actually increased rsjv- 
idly in numbers. 


In 1SSI the Ian:! boomers advanced 


the idea that tlie giving of bountines 
for the destruction of wild animals 
was detrimental to the best inter- 
ests cf the state, as it was cslcu!at«il, 
they sal<\ to C3u?,e eastern i>eop!e 
seeking investments ic western lands 
to regard the s,tate as being- in a 
primitive condition. This plea wir-ol 
out the five-dollar bounty and result- 
e-d In a bounty of one dollar on the 
wolf and coyote scalps being substi- 
tuted. 
So regular wolf hunting 


ceased. The Nebraska Live Stock as- 
sociation, however, up to this day 
has kept old Wolf Hunter Watson 
prowling back acd forth over 
the 


plains of xtestern Nebraska slaying 
from one to a dozen wolves a day. 


The cattle men of Nebraska are 


greatly aroused over the situation, 
and are earnestly discussing how to 
get rid of the pesti. Mr. J. S. Harvey, 
a xv ell-known cattle man, suggests all 
the counties in the xvestern part of 
the state put In operation the Iwun- 
ty of three dollars on wolves and one 
dollar on coyote* which they are per- 
mitted by the state to offer on a ma- 
jority rote of the citizen* of the coun- 
ty. Thii bounty, added to the state 
bounty of one dollar for eacli fcalp 
of wolf or coyote, would make It worth 
while again 
for professional wolf 


hunters to take Ihe field and go into 
the business of hunting down acd 
killing the wolves.
